Nelson’s view, expressed before 
a Senate subcommittee, contrasted 
with that of Representative Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, who, in urging. 
House Naval Committee approval 
of his bill to limit profits and 
abolish extra pay for overtime, 
said members of Congress were 
“feeling the lash of the whip” 
from constituents clamoring for 
such legislation. 

“T want to see labor and man- 
agement given a chance to carry 
out their profnises,” Nelson told 
reporters after a two-hour appear- 
ance before the Senate group 
which has been considering de- 
mands for labor law changes. 

He said he had explained in de- 
tail to the Senators, in an execu- 
tive session, ways by which he- be- 
lieved that war production might 
be increased as much as 25 -per 
cent with existing equipment. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, of the Senate subcommittee 
quoted Nelson as saying that “we 
have more than 8,000,000 at work 
now in war industries and when 
present (plants are completed and 
other plans carried out we will 
have 23,000,000 men and women en- 
gaged in war work.” 

Passage of restrictive wartime 
labor legislation now, Nelson was 
quoted by Thomas as adding, would 
lead to similar methods for “indus- 
try and everybody” later, with a 
result that “complete totalitarian- 
ism” would replace democratic 
methods. : 

Patterson Testifies. 

Under Secretary of War Patter- 
gon testified to the House commit- 
tee that a violent change in deal- 
ing with labor might result in “de- 
terioration, rather than an im- 
provement of labor relations.” 

“Such a violent change would be 
wrought by the provision of this 
bill,” he said of Smith’s measure. 

Patterson reported the War De, 
partment was making progress in 
eliminating double time pay rates 
for work on Sunday and holidays, 
saying that “most labor leaders 
were in favor of dropping it” for 
the duration of the war. 

Smith in his appearance before 
the House Naval Committee said

know it now, let’s meet it, let’s get 
% behind us before it is too late.” 

The principal provisions of his 
measure are. 

1. Limit profits on war con- 
tracts to a maximum of 6 per 
cent of cost. 

2. Suspend Federal maximum 
hour legislation on work done 
under Navy contracts for the 
duration of the war. 

3. Do away also with overtime 
and double-time pay, and with 
the closed shop on these con- 
tracts. “The country wants to 
know where it stands, whether

LINES, REDS SAY 


16,000 WORE 6 CIVILIANS 
~ RILLED IN KHARKOV BY 
GERMANS, RUSSIANS SAY 


MOSCOW, March 19 (AP). 


USSIAN dispatches from 

the Southwestern front yes- 

terday said the Germans 
recently had killed 16,000 civil- 
fans in Kharkov, sending the 
total civilian killed in that city 
to 90,000 since the German oc- 
cupation begani. 

The dispatches said Kharkov 
lacked food, heat and light, and 
that the only habitable places 
were occupied by the Nazis.

MOSCOW, March 19 (AP).— 
Soviet guerrilla forces reported to- 
day to the Communist party news- 
paper Pravda that they had 
wrested back control of some 6000 
square miles, a section as large 
as Rhode Island and Connecticut 
together, behind the German lines 
at Leningrad, and were so strong 
that the Germans could not come 
into the area.

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Teti- 
fessee, sought unanimous consent 
to proceed to an immediate vote 
after Senator Mufdock (Dem.), 
Utah, said he believed all Sena- 
tors had made up their minds. 

An objection by Senator Tunnell 


(Dem.), Delaware, who voted with |... 


a majority of the Elections Com- 
mittee recommending the - exclu- 
sion of Langer, blocked McKellar’s 
move. 

Pointing out that Senate debate 
had lasted almost two weeks,’ Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, commented that if action 
were not hastened Stalin would in- 
vade Germany before the cham- 
ber disposed of the Langer case. 

He said he had abandoned all 
hope that a vote could be reached 
this week, but still hoped that the 
discussion could be concluded as 
goon as possible, possibly early 
next week.

_ Helfrich Orders Attack. 

. Helfrich’s order came from his. 
Bandoeng mountain headquarters 
The Al- 
lied ships swung north. Deoorman 
elected that his formation should 
be arranged as follows: 

The British destroyers Electra 
and Jupiter, which were heavier- 
armed than the American destroy- 
ers, led a column of cruisers with 
a mile of open water between. Next 
came Deoorman’s 6500-ton flagship, 
the De Ruyter, followed at 
yard intervals by the 8400-ton Ex- 
eter, the 9050-ton Houston, the 
7000-ton Perth, the 6670-ton Java. 

The plan was to engage the Jap- 
anese on the starboard side. The 
Houston's commander requested a 
place midway in the cruiser line 
because only the two forward tur- 
rets’ eight-inch guns were service- 
able, the single stern turret being 
still out of action due to the ene- 
my bombers’ ‘high-level attack off 
Kangean Island, north .of Bali, 
four weeks before. 

Two Dutch destroyers, the Kor- 
tenaer and the Witte de With, 
steamed parallel with the cruiser 
line on the portside, about two 
miles away. They had orders to 
prépare to act as an escort for 
any cruiser which should become 
disabled through enemy fire. The 
British destroyer Encounter was 
at portside of the column’s end, 
about a mile away. The line of 
American -destroyers, being re- 
served for torpedo attacks, brought 
up the rear, their lighter arma- 
ment making them more suitable 
as an anti-submarine screen than 
an interception force. The entire 
column was making about 25 knots 
when it entered battle. 

Japanese Lay Smoke Screen. 

When action was joined the Jap- 
anese force, reported as two cruis- 
ers and four destroyers, proved to 
consist of at least eight cruisers, 
at least two being of the 10,000-ton 
Nati class, with probably most of 
the others being of the 8500-ton 
Mogami class, plus at least 13 and 
probably more destroyers. Thirty- 
odd transports fled north. Firing 
began at 25,000 yards and a Mo- 
gami class cruiser, hit by the Hous- 
ton or Exeter, began laying a 
smoke screen. 

But.after five minutes of finding 
themselves at a disadvantage 
through the enemy’s heavier fire- 
power, the Allies moved closer.

Deoorman’s flagship, the De 
Ruyter, followed the example and 
so did three British, two Dutch 
and several American destroyers.

The Kortenaer, which had 
been ordered to escort whichever 
cruiser was first damaged, changed 
its course to accompany the 
stricken Exeter. 3 
. Kortenaer Torpedoed, Sunk. 

The Allied fleet, which had been 
proceeding Indian file with Dutch 
destroyers, and the encounter paral- 
lel on the port beam, was now 
steaming abreast and away from 
the enemy. But-even as the helm 
swung over, the destroyer Kor- 
tenaer received a torpedo on the 
starboard side. An earlier de- 
stroyer attack having been re- 
pelled, the nearest enemy warship 
was then 25,000 yards away, an 
impossible range for any normal 
torpedo. It is therefore reasoned 
that Japanese submarines must 
have stolen in beneath, the surface 
engagement. : 

The Kortenaer went down in 
halves in about two minutes. The 
destroyer’s surgeon, defying the 
laws of suction, stood on the stern 
as it sank below the waves, yet 
managed to dive clear from the 
whirlpool and join 115 survivors 
in water sticky with fuel and oil. 
The sun was nearly down and 
the first stars were emerging as 
the blackened sailors saw the Al- 
lied and Japanese fleets disappear 
over the horizon. But half an hour 
later, while counting heads aboard 
a dozen rafts scattered across the 
waves, the survivors saw a flotilla 
of destroyers speeding straight 
toward them, Were they Ameri- 
can or Japanese? 
Suddenly a sailor on the nearest 
raft saw that they had only a gin- 
gle funnel and yelled: “Japs!” He 
dived under the sticky, black 
waves and others followed. The 
enemy column, stretching out to 
nine, went foaming by half a 
It was 5:45 o'clock 
and the shadow of the coming 
night protected the swimming sail- 
ors who thought themselves lost. 
Enemy Destroyer Blows Up. 
A surprise struck the Japanese, 
too, for as the line passed the de- 
stroyer immediately following the 
leader suddenly blew up before 
the swimmers’ eyes. 

“There was just a big cloud of 
smoke, very dense and black and 
nothing more,” Lieut. Benjamin 
Reiche, one of the survivors, said. 
“All hands must have been lost 
because, although we were very 
near, we never saw or heard any 
survivors. And the following 
seven destroyers neither stopped 
nor made any attempt at rescue 
that we could see; they simply 
went speeding past the wreckage.” 

Since the Allied ships were al- 
ready far away it is probable that 
the Japanese vessel hit a spent tor- 
pedo, as possibly did the Kortenaer 
itself. Apparently, the enemy 
launched an attack on the Electra, 
which was reported sighting three 
heavy Japanese destroyers at 5:45 
o'clock on an opposite course at 
6000 yards range, and scored hits 
on the leader with four salvos.

I have just come soldiers and 
sailors are going through the tor- 
tures of hell for us here in Amer- 
ica.

It was not until 1936 
that we instituted the 1937-to-1940 
plan, which was the best of all and 
with which we went into the war.” 

Referring to the Maginot Line, 
he said it was only in 1936 that its 
extension as far as Allonges was 
definitely decided. 


Defends Gamelin. 

Coming to Gen. Gamelin’s de- 
fense, Gen. Hering had this to say 
of his conduct on May 15, 1940: 

“The Meuse front had just folded 
up. Gen. Gamelin called me in, 
along with Gen. Colson. He hid 
nothing from us. He gave his in- 
structions with self-mastery and 
lucidity of mind. Three or four 
days later he was fired.” |

PRAISE U.S. TANKS

ALCUTTA, March 19.—In the 
last battles deciding the fate of 
Southern Burma—the battles of 
the Sittang River and Pegu— 
Indian Gurkha troops fought with 
magnificent valor and American 
light tanks, in their first test on 
the Asiatic mainland, were chiefly 
instrumental in delaying the loss’ 
of Rangoon for two weeks. . 

A British tank captain, whom I 
met the other day in the course of 
withdrawal up the Prome road, de- 
clared: 

“Our American tanks have done 
a grand job. We inflicted very 
heavy casualties on the Japanese, 
especially around Pegu. Moreover, 
we were in action constantly for 
more than two weeks, but never 
had a single tank go out of com- 
mission for any mechanical failure. 
In fact, our tank losses are ex- 
tremely light.”

Story of Battle. 

A string of enemy detachments 
carrying mortars circled through 
the jungles and struck: behind the 
British and Indian columns at 
Mokpalin, about a mile below the 
Sittang bridge, cutting off our 
forces on the main Kyaikto road. 
A Scot from Glasgow, a Lieutenant 
in the Burma Rifles, told me the 
first detailed story of the battle 
which finally left Rangoon un- 
tenable. 

“Creeping through the jungles 
thé Japs cut in behind our extend- 
ed columns and cut loose with 
their mortars on our transport, 
near Mokpalin. They raised hell 
and then forced their way to the 
Sittang, about 1000 yards below 
the bridge. We soon were cut 
off completely and ordered to get 
back as best we could. 


“Hundreds of our troops were 
forced to try swimming the river 
but the Japs were above them ma- 
chine-gunning and dropping mor- 
tars on them in the water. Our 
rear troops were sent down on 
rafts to help us but hundreds of 
our men were isolated or captured 
and many who got back later had 
had no food for four days. Luck- 
ily, the first tanks arrived just in 
time to save the situation. 

“It was an awfully messy busi- 
ness while it lasted. The Japs 
were ambushing first one of) our 
companies and then another. But 
whenever there was another am- 
bush they called for the Gurkhas 
and those chaps would be bloody 
wonderful. Everybody down there 
was full of admiration for them. 
The troops said that they would 
go anywhere with Gurkhas on the 
right and left of them. 

“At last it was decided that the 
Sittang bridgehead must be held 
another 12 hours. Those Gurkhas 
already had been through hell but 
they went back as if they hadn’t 


tch| had any losses at all. You should 


have seen them form up. just like 
on parade and march back across 
that bridge in face of the Japs. 
Mon; ‘twas a grand sight. 

“Later our tanks arrived and 
that is how we held on another 
two weeks.” 

If there was any single decisive 
battle in the struggle for Southern 
Burma, it was probably at Mokpa- 
lin. Officers who escaped across 
the Sittang said that the Japanese 
“move very fast in the jungle” 
and also that they managed to 
carry more ammunition and less 
equipment than anyone would sup- 
pose possible. Using the same tac- 
tics in the battle of Pegu, even 
though mowed down by fierce bar- 
rages from our tanks, the Nippo-

Old-timers swore by the four- 
year academic course fashioned in 
1817 by Col. Sylvanus Thayer, fa- 
ther of West Point. MacArthur 
réduced the course to three years, 
modernized tactics and maneuvers, 
and dropped a lot of venerable 
gourses in favor of such studies as 
electricity and aerodynamics. He 
was a great one for tanks and air- 
planes. 

Equally unforgiveable, perhaps, 
was his order that cadets devote 
two afternons each week to intra- 
mural sports instead of the cen- 
tury-old grandstand stomping in 
military gear. He was an athletic 
six-footer himself. 

“Upon the field of friendly strife,” 
he caused to be carved into acad- 
emy walls, “are sown the seeds 
which, upon other fields and on 
other days, will bear the fruits of 
victory!” 

Well, he finally reported to Con- 
gress (in. 1922) that West Point, 
“from the superintendent to the 
newest plebian,” agreed the four- 
year course should be reinstated. 
This ended: tory howls about Mac-

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CHAPTER XIV—ON-TO THE COAST! 


HE first defense of the Pa- 
cific coast. will fall upon such 
portions of the United States 
Army as are available. These 
forces are scattered over the en- 
tire Union. They must be gathered 
together, equipped and brigaded, 
as well as innumerable other con- 
tingencies met and adjusted. When 
this is done they. must be trans- 
ported by rail over a distance 
that is practically greater than 
that which separates the Golden 
Gate from the Inland Sea of Japan. 
We have heretofore made clear 
that distance, in a military sense, 
is never measured by miles, but 
by the rapidity and capacity - of 
the means of transportation. The 
efficiency or lack of these means 
correspondingly decrease or pro- 


long the intervening spaees over | 


which armies and their supplies 
must pass. 

The Pacific coast has not a 
single point upon which the rail- 
roads crossing this continent con- 
verge. The roads that enter Wash- 
ington and Oregon have no re- 
lation with those that go to Cal- 
ifornia. They start from a differ- 
ent base and traverse another re- 
gion. In a war on the Pacific 
coast, troops cannot be dispatched 
to southern California by the 
Great Northern or Worthern Pa- 
cific or the Oregon Short Line. 
Neither can troops be sent into 
Washington and Oregon by the 
Southern Pacific or Santa Fe. The 
Pacific coast is, in a military 


tsense, restricted to the maximum 


of two lines of railway. 


More Facilities Now. 

Troops for Washington and Ore- 
gon must be gathered from the 
various parts of the Union, to- 
gether with their supplies, and 


taken, in all probability, to the 


vicinity of St. Paul, which would 
form the main base of all armies 
destined for those states. Similar- 
ly other and distinct bases must 
be taken for troops directed to 
southern and central California. 
(Since Homer Lea’s day the na- 
tion’s transportation system has 
been vastly improved, and motor 
transport has come into being.) 
In. the beginning of the war 
Japan another advantage 
that is completely denied this Re- 
public. By her vast fleets, her 
armies are moved in great units 
and are restricted to no portion 
of the coast.

The Mayor points to a Federal Court order allowing 
the Missouri Pacific $4,000,000 for new rails. He 
cites ah announcement of the War Production Board 
in Washington that three of the Terminal’s member 
roads have swollen steel inventoriés.

A PLEA TO PROF. EINSTEIN. 

Prof. Albert Einstein is in the news again. His 
neighbors in Princeton, N. J., have told us how they 
find the great scientist. They know him not as a 
world-renowned physicist, but as a rather heavyset 
man who always carries an umbrella, smokes a pipe 
and dresses with an informality that veers into the 
weird, oneé appesting in town in sweater, wing 
collar, blue serge trousers, bright tan shoes to match 
and white socks. 

This dazzling apparition is a neighborly person.

TRANSFER OF ADMIRAL ANDREWS. 

Rear Admiral Adolphus Andrews has been relieved 
of his duties as commandant of the Third Naval 
District, and has been assigned to exclusive duties 
as commander of the Eastern sea frontier, 80 says 
the Navy Department's communique No. 56. His new 
assignment is protection of waters adjacent to the 
shore from Maine to Florida. 

Admiral Andrews is the officer upoh whom “gen- 
eral responsibility” for the liner Normandie rested 
during its conversion to Navy use.

The REA came to St. Louis to- 


| day, in the form of a 25-car freight 


shipment of office furniture from 
Washington, which truckers began 
transporting across Eads Bridge 
early this afternoon. .

The special freight train, carry- 
ing about one-half the equipment 
involved in the removal of the 
Government agency, arrived over 
the Baltimore & Ohio at 8 a. m.

BRITISH ADVERTISERS 
URGE CANS BUYING 


War Reverses asi Efforts, 
Public Told-to Use Prod- 
ucts Sparingly. * 


LONDON, March 19 (AP) —War 
has put the purpoBes of much Brit- 
ish advertising into reverse. 

The newspapers every day print 
ne of advertisements asking 
the public to use the advertisers’ 
products sparingly and to buy as 
little as possible because of short- 
ages. 

“Sorry—no more until after the 
war,” is the way one manufacturer 
consistently advertises his wares. 
One newspaper of 48 columns 
printed 22 advertisements of “ar- 
ticles which the public is asked not 
to buy,” Laborite John Joseph 
Tinker told the House of Commons 
yesterday in urging further con- 


servation of ‘paper. 


Clement R. Attlee, Dominions 
Secretary, speaking for the Gov- 
ernment, promised to “look into 
the matter.” 

Attlee said that a further recent 
cut in newsprint allotments had 
brought consumption to about one- 
fifth that of peacetime and that 
restrictions on the amount of space 
devoted to advertisements ‘went 
into effect two days before. 

Hoping to keep their products in 
the public eye until after the war, 
even though they have little or 
none now for sale, advertisers de- 
vote space to institutional or in- 
spirational messages and sugges- 
tions for making things last longer. 

Some claim their products “go

Today's advertisements for such 
items as vermouth, toothbrushes, 
biscuits, bread and soap, include 
these slogans: 

“You may often find it difficult 
to obtain.”

To the last, 
even as emperor, he remainder in- 
ferior to many of his lieutenants 
in the actual practical formations 
and evolutions necessary for exe- 
cuting his designs. Where he sur- 
passed all was in his vast and pro- 
found conceptions. . . . His stub- 
born will and inflexible resolution 
- . » reflection . . . the extent of 
his widespread knowledge . . . the 
fertility of his imagination and his 
practical common sense .‘, . the 
clearness of his thoughts . . . un- 
deviating attention . .. the im- 
placable energy of. his will.” 

The great executives like great 
commanders, for example: Gen.

Still another theory is that the 
kidney causes high blood pres- 
sure. It was shown in experimental 
work on animals that if a clamp is 
put on the artery going to the kid- 
ney, it causes blanched (ischemic) 
areas without blood and results in 
high blood pressure. So ischemic 
kidneys must come out. But what 
nonsense! 

Three out of five people over 
55 years of age have some degree 
of high blood pressure. Do they 
all have blanched areas in one kid- 
ney? Anyway, hear what: some 
experienced doctors say. “We 
studied 150 examples of severe 
one-sided kidney damage. There

RS. BERNICE CORWIN’S 
M birthda&y was a busy day, like 

all hér other days. A little 
busier than most because of the 
letters that had come from soldiers 
at Scott Field and from the far 
frontiers of the war, wishing her 
happiness as a reward for the hap- 
piness that she had brought to 
them. She is “Mother Corwin” to 
thém and they call her “Mom.” She 
brightens their lives while they are 
in training at the field and cor- 
responds with them after they 
have been sent away to distant 
posts of duty. She spends hours 
each day answering the letters 
that are written to her in remem- 
brance of her kindness and had to 
work overtime answering the ones 
that came on her birthday. 


More an 600 sdlidiers have 
found in \Mfs, Corwin’s house in 
Belleville ‘what they call their 
“second home.” The door stands 
open for as many of them as 
choosé tO comé, Welcome awaits 
them there, home-cooked meals, 
the run of the house and shelter 
for the night in a guest room that 
is always ready. She “mothers” 
and counsels them and helps them 
shape their lives, and provides en- 
tertainment for them on their days 
of leave. When they are in the 
hospital she visité them and takes 
flowers to them, 


It began a year ago whien, at the 
First Methodist Church in Belle- 
ville, Mrs. Corwin noticai two 
young soldiers who seemed lonely. 
She took them home to dififier. 
Dan Hickey of Georgia and Wa&r- 
ren Hayes of West Virginia appre 
ciated the Sunday dinner but they 
enjoyed even more the hospitality 
of a real home and the friendli- 
ness of Mrs. Corwin and her hus- 
band, William, and their niece, 
Bethena Casey, who lives with 
them, When they left, they had 
ah invitation to come again and 
bring some of their lonely buddies 
with them, 


That set Mrs. Corwin to think- 
ing. Every time she went up town 
she saw soldiers aimlessly walking 
the streets with nowhere to go ex- 
cept to the taverns. She made up 
her mind to do something about it. 

At the next meeting of the So- 
ciety of Christian Sérvice at’ the 
churéh she spoke abotit it, There 
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were nice boys walking the streets, 
she said, who were hungry for so- 
cial life. They knéw nobody in 
Belleville and had no way of get- 


ting acquainted with nice girls. 


“This church,” she said, “stand- 
ing here a block from the Public 
Square, should be open to them, 
not only on Sunday but through 


the week,” 


Mrs, H. R. Brill, president of the 
organization, in view of Mra. Cor- 
win’s interest, appointed her to 
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perfect a plan and put it into’ 


operation. The next Sunday eve 
hing Mrs. CorWin attended the 
Methodist Youth meeting at the 
church. There she saw 40 soldiers 
from Scott Field. Thé Young peo 
ple of the church Were friendly 
to them but theré was a certain 
cOfistraint. Mrs. Corwin saw that 
what was needéd Was @ social 
plane on which they could meet 
and mingle. The plan that shé 
worked out, with the eficourage- 
Ment and co-operation of the pas 
tor, the Rev. J. W. A. Kinnison, 
was to Have open house eveniiigs 
in the rooms of the church base 
ment, with the church girls there 
to meet the soldiers, introduced 
by chaperones, and really get ac 
quainted with them. Among the 
church mothers there were some 
who had misgivings. “Are you 
sure, Mrs. Corwin,” they said, 
“that it is quite all right for our 
girls to meet these boys, about 
whom * they know practically 
nothing.”

The members of the cOmmitteé, 
all of whom havé sons or other 
near relatives in the service, of 
ganized group activities, Every 
week there are parties in private 
homes, to which 25 or 80 of the 
soldiers are invited. A mothers-and- 
sons banaquet wae held at thé 
church, with a local “mother” for 
each of the boys.

cookies are coming: The bags are 
filled with the stall articles that 
a soldier néeds. In February, 2350 
cookies were séfit in boxes to the 
parracks at the field to be dis 
tributed. They are coming in fast- 
6f now. In the first week of 
March, 2000 were received and 
boxed for distribution. They come 
from W. 6. T, V. locals, 


That was only the beginning, 

Ough, for Mra, Corwin. She Was 
not content with mérely organhiza- 
tiohal activities. She developed a 
deep personal interest in the sol- 
diers and it was that which led 
her to adopt them as her boys and 
which led them to adopt her as 
their “mother.” With the cordial 
c&operation of her husband and 
the assistance of her niece she 
made of her home at 203 Pennsyl- 
vatiia avenue a second home for 
them, where they are welcome at 
all times.
